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Shipwreck of The Soul

} S yermenty faith, and a good con- 
science; which some having put 
away concerning faith have made ship- 
wreck,” 1 Tim. 1:19. This, as we know, 
is the great Apostle Paul’s warning to a 
young minister of the gospel, Timothy, 
who, although he seemed strong enough 
spiritually, yet being human, there was a 
possibility of his falling or making ship- 
wreck, as Paul terms it. Let’s reason this 
verse out and see how it could be possible 
for us today to avoid making shipwreck 
of our souls, 

If you were on board a great ship as 
she was being launched for the first time, 
you would doubtless receive a great thrill 
as it shot down the stays and plunged into 
the ocean. But after the momentary ex- 
citement of the motion of the ship, the 
cheering of the multitude, and the be- 
stowing upon the vessel of a name, there 
would, no doubt, come the thought of the 
solemnity of the occasion. One could 
hardly keep from wondering what experi- 
ences lay ahead of her on her many voy- 
ages. For even the biggest and best en- 
counter storms which often tear them 
asunder, or else damage them until they 
are hauled into dry dock for repairs. 

We notice Paul, a man who knew a 
great deal of ships, seeing he made many 
long journeys by boat, likening the 
Christian voyage to a vessel on a storm- 
tossed sea where dangers of every kind 
are lurking. Even as there are dangerous 
rocks projecting out of the water, so are 
there certain rocks on which we may 
make shipwreck of our souls, if we are 
not watching. But God has placed a pow- 
erful lighthouse on each of these rocks 
and the warning signal burns constantly, 
warning all who come near of danger and 
death. 

God has not sent us out on this un- 
chartered sea without a map. It is clearly 
marked out for us and all we need to do 
is to follow its course and we shall some 
day land our little vessel in the harbor 
of God. 

1. DON’T LOSE YOUR RECKONING 

Paul tells of two ways of doing this. 
In the 20th verse he tells of two men who 
had made shipwreck. 

A. By Putting Away Faith. 

There are people who were taught to 
live humble, consecrated lives when they 
first started in this way, but who have 
allowed intellectual pride to come in. 
They have gradually put away faith and 
let other things come in that have stolen 
that sweet peace out of their hearts. These 
people have lost their reckoning. They 
were taught one must live wholly conse- 
crated to God; that there was not to be 
any sin in their lives, but today these peo- 
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ple seem to do about any way they wish 
to and go on claiming this experience. 
Jesus said, “By their fruits ye shall know 
them.” God help us to realize it isn’t what 
we claim or what people think about us, 
but it’s what God knows about us that 
counts! 

When we received the Holy Ghost we 
received power for service, power to help 
us obey the things we read in God’s Holy 
Bible. We spent hours in prayer and the 
study of the Word. We came to church 
with God’s approval on our services be- 
cause He had some clean, holy vessels to 
work through. Someone asks, “Why are 
our meetings so void of the power of God? 
We used to have such good times to- 
gether.” And here is part of, the answer. 

When many people go to church they 
look so much like the world that you 
have to hear them testify before you 
know which one they belong to—God or 
the devil. But Paul says in Rom. 12:2, 
“And be not conformed to this world: 
but be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, and perfect, 
will of God.” You can never win a sin- 
loving, God-hating, hard-hearted world 
by stooping to do the things they do to 
entice them. They are getting all of sin 
and its pleasure they want as it is, but 
what will make them hungry for God is 
the old time religion, so satisfying the 
heart of the possessor that he can hap- 
pily, yes, joyfully, live above the ways of 
the world. Why do the children of God 
turn to these things? Because they are 
losing faith in God. He is becoming a less 
reality, therefore they must turn to the 
world. 

Pride, worldly pride, that makes a child 
of God want to do and act like the world, 
will surely undermine one’s faith in God. 
This is one rock on which so many of our 
dear sisters are floundering, and has helped 
to sap the spirituality out of the Church. 
Many of them are too busy to spend any 
time in prayer and study, but do have 
time to spend hours beautifying them- 
selves. Naturally, a spiritual drouth sets 
in and that one becomes weak and unfit 
for the voyage. Wise old Solomon says in 
Prov. 16:18, “Pride goes before destruc- 
tion, and an haughty spirit before a fall.” 
B. By Tampering With Conscience. 

A fine ship came near being lost be- 
cause her compass was not trustworthy. 
Someone had carelessly driven a nail in the 
pilot house near the compass which had 
deflected it a little. To be sure the de- 
flection was slight, but in the width of 
an ocean voyage it made not a little dif- 
ference in the direction of the vessel. 


Just. so it is with conscience. It can be 


deflected by very small things. Therefore, 
we should act with decision in the smallest 
matters of duty to keep conscience true, 
lest we, like the vessel, start out for heav- 
en’s port with a conscience seared and un- 
true, and end up at an entirely different 
location, having made shipwreck of our 
souls. 

It behooves us then to study our map 
thoroughly and do each thing it says. 
Some things are not easy to do, but, “I 
can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” 

II, AVOID THE ROCKS 
And here are a few: 
A. Covetousness. 

Here is God’s lighthouse on this dan- 
gerous rock. Luke 12:15, “And he said 
unto them, Take heed, and beware of cov- 
etousness,” echoing God’s command, 
“Thou shalt not covet.” Many of God’s 
people have lost their power with God 
because they have coveted worldly pos- 
sessions. It may have been only a new car, 
a home, new furniture or new clothes, 
which in themselves are not wrong, but 
many of these dear people will so obligate 
themselves in getting them until they 
can’t help the church by paying their 
tithes and offerings. When the minister 
mentions an offering or the tithing en- 
velopes are passed around, they put on a 
long face and try to excuse themselves by 
innocently exclaiming, ““You know my 
obligations, brother. Sorry, but I can’t do 
anything.” That was covetousness, broth- 
er, that caused you to tie your own hands 
so you could not help God’s cause! Our 
obligations to God and His Church should 
always come first. So if you go to buy 
something and it will take any part of 
God’s money to get it you don’t need it 
and won’t be happy if you do get it. “If 
you know these things, happy are ye if 
ye do them.” 

B. Avoid the Treacherous Rock of Evil 
Company 

God placed this danger signal here, 
“The companion of fools shall be de- 
stroyed.” This is a sin more common 
among our young folk. Prov. 6:27, “Can 
a man take fire in his bosom, and his 
clothes not be burned?” Neither can a 
Christian keep sweet in his soul and run 
around with a worldly crowd. Some make 
the mistake of marrying a sinner and live 
to regret it the rest of their life. Jesus said, 
“Can two walk together except they be 
agreed?” We all can answer, “No.” Paul 
in 2 Cor. 6:14, 17 echoes this by saying, 
“Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light with dark- 
ness?” Then after proving a Christian is 
not to be a companion of sinners, who are 
children of the darkness, he commands, 
“Wherefore come out from among them, 


and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and

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N this week’s installment of “Leaves from 

the Fig Tree” Brother Sullivan gives the 
story of articles in different periodicals com- 
menting on the religious'status of the world and the relation- 
ship of the Church toward it. The failure of the nominal church 
has been thoroughly disclosed. Though perhaps loath to admit 
it, they themselves know that the church (universally speaking ) 
is almost a complete failure. One of 
the signs of the last days is that there 
will be a famine of hearing the words 
of the Lord. Amos 8:11. But the 
chaotic condition, religiously, of the 
world does not excuse the Church 
from filling that important position 
that God intended she should fill. 

When Jesus had been long preach- 
ing to a great multitude in a desert 
place, He noted that they were tired 
and hungry, and said to His apostles, 
Luke 9:13, “Give ye them to eat.” 
The 12th verse shows that the place 
was a desert place, hence there was 
only one way for them to get some- 
thing to eat and that was through a 
miracle performed by the Master 
through the apostles, for He said, 
“Give ye them to eat.” 


This is a true religious picture of 
the world today, for we are indeed 
in a desert place, the time when there 
is a famine for hearing the Word of 
God. The condition all the more vivifies, beautifies, and en- 
hances the commission “Give ye them to eat.” If the Church 
fails today it is not because of a lack of opportunity for op- 
portunities are knocking at her door, and it is when the Church 
fails in her commission to take advantage of the opportunities 
that are offered to her, that she fails to be the Church of God. 
Opportunities are open doors, and these doors are opened to the 
Church of God. The commission is to the Church; the commis- 
sion is to every God-called and God-sent preacher, that com- 
mission, “Give ye them to eat.” 

The preacher must share in this responsibility. In fact, he is 
the spokesman for the Church. He occupies the position rela- 
tive to the body of Christ that the disciples did to their Master. 
As they were the servants to distribute that which gives life and 
strength, so the ministers of the Church are the servants of the 
Church, to deal bread to the hungry. “Man cannot live by

It was a 
woman’s mind that conceived the idea of building a parsonage 
on the wall for the prophet so that when he came by he could 
stay a while. Read 2 Kings 4:10. The wise men said of the true 
woman worker, Prov. 31:20, “She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reaches forth her hand to the needy.” We 
also have a beautiful story of heroines in Israel such as Miriam, 
Deborah, and Jael. And then should we look in the New Testa- 
ment we would find the woman that broke the alabaster box 
of ointment of spikenard very precious and poured it on Jesus’ 
head.

I am using our young people to 
hold these works that we are starting un- 
til God can work on some to help us up 
here.” 
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May God continue to bless and help in 
the far away Northwest. 

The morning mail brings this good 
news from Greenville, South Carolina: 

“You may be interested to know that 
the Sunday School here has bought the 
largest bus the Chevrolet people put out. 
Last Sunday we had forty-four cars fol- 
lowing it, picking up people bringing 
them to Sunday School. This week-end 
we will install a loud speaking system on 
it. We have also bought a new tent, size 
50x70, which will be here April 1, 1940. 
This last month, February, the church 
paid more tithes than it has ever paid in 
any month that just had four Sundays. 
The offerings this month from all sources 
were approximately $1,100.00, ($1,000.- 
00 of this on the building fund). 

“The first Sunday in April we expect 
to have a home coming, Sunday School 
rally, note burning, and picture taking.

We would like to have the General Over- 
seer standing right by the biggest preacher 
(avoirdupois) in South Carolina when the 
picture is made.

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Question Box 


Question: It seems to me that the 
Bible only teaches twelve apostles. Paul 
declares himself to be an apostle. Would 
not this make thirteen?—R. W. S. 

Answer: There were twelve apostles 
chosen by our Lord to represent the 
twelve tribes of Israel, hence these twelve 
apostles were not only Jewish but were 
apostles to the Jews. Paul plainly declares 
that he was chosen as an apostle to the 
Gentiles. Even though he himself ‘was a 
Jew he will have no part in the judgment 
of the twelve tribes of Israel. There are 
other apostles mentioned in the Bible as 
well as the twelve and Paul. James the 
Lord’s brother is mentioned by Paul in 
Gal. 1:19. Barnabas is also mentioned as 
an apostle, so there are at least fifteen 
apostles mentioned in the Word of God. 


Question: Please explain 1 Cor. 11:21, 
22. Does this mean eating lunch in 
church?—Mrs. D. H. S. 

Answer: The 20th verse says, “When 
ye come together therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord’s supper.” The 
margin says “ye cannot eat the Lord’s 
supper.” It was not the Lord’s supper be- 
cause that in eating every one took be- 
fore the other his own supper and were 
hungry and drunken. It evidently was 
taken at the place of service and was tak- 
en as the Lord’s supper. The Apostle Paul 
tells them that because of their condition 
and their actions that it wasn’t the Lord’s 
supper. They had turned it into a place 
of revelry. The proof of this is the fact 
that immediately Paul gives the church 
at Corinth the order and the meaning of 
the Lord’s table. No, it is not serving 
lunches in the church. 
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Question: Please explain St. Mark 9: 
42.—W. W. R. 

Answer: The scripture in question is 
very plain. One of Jesus’ disciples had 
just come to Him and told him that 
they saw others casting out devils in Je- 
sus’ name and forbade him. Jesus said, 
“Forbid him not for there is no man 
which shall do a miracle in my name that 
can lightly speak evil of me.” After giv- 
ing such admonition Jesus said, “And 
whosoever shall offend one of these little 
ones that believe in me, it is better for 
him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck and he were cast into the sea.” 
Whether we wish to take it in such a 
manner or not we are responsible for our 
criticism of others who believe in Christ, 
if we offend them, even though they are 
not going along with us. The servant 
should be careful not to offend a believ- 
er, though the believer may not exactly 
understand that which the minister is 
teaching. 
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Holding High the Blood-Stained 
Banner in Haiti and Domini 

Sister Kluzit and I have just returned 
from a five-day trip to visit Brother 
George L. Sylvestre in Ciudad Trujillo, 
the capital of the Dominican Republic, 
and have a splendid report to make of the 
Lord’s work there. Brother and Sister Syl- 
vestre are talented young people, well ed- 
ucated and consecrated to God. They have 
had a wonderful call to the Dominican 
Republic and God is truly blessing them 


in a marvelous way. The things they have — 


gone through—the sacrifices they have 
had to daily make for months just to keep 
the work moving—the persecution from 
Catholics and even worse from _ other 
Protestant churches, including the Assem- 
bly of God and the Apostolic Faith, have 
been insupportable except for the grace 
of God. 

I investigated and found that these 
other churches wanted to have this 
young man, who is so much on fire for 
God and gifted in preaching, work for 
them. But he stood true to the Church of 
God. Older men, leaders of these other 
Pentecostal churches, have been creating 
much confusion by their own misconduct 
and sinful lives, bringing disgrace to the 
cause of Christ. This young man, how- 
ever, because of his stand for a pure and 
saintly life in Christ, has been attracting 
an ever-increasing group of _ believers 
about him. 

Besides our main church in Ciudad 
Trujillo, Brother Sylvestre has three smal- 
ler meeting places in the city with a to- 
tal of sixty converts. He is also starting 
a new work in Puerta Plato, about 200 
miles away from his headquarters, and 
has immediate prospects of good work in 
two other places: Boca Chica and San Pe- 
dro de Macoris. 

We had a beautiful baptismal service in 
the ocean, set the church in order with 
ten members, and held the Lord’s Supper. 
There was a touching spirit of brotherly 
love and unity during the service of 
feet washing. 

Our evangelistic services there were so 
well attended that I had to immediately 
have benches made. The little church 
holds seventy people at the most and is 
far too small for the attendance. The 
street outside was crowded with at least 
one hundred others who wanted to get in- 
side. We looked for other quarters to 
move to, but the city is packed, with little 
room to spare, and rent is high, due to the

heavy imigration of refugees that have 
been pouring into the city every month. 
But we are praying the Lord to send us 
a larger hall and one more centrally lo- 
cated. 

We felt at home among the brothers 
and sisters in the church and would have 
liked to stay longer. On our next trip, 
we are expecting to stay from ten to fif- 
teen days. 

After one evening service, twenty-two 
remained to be prayed with, and by the 
end of the four services we had held there 
with Brother Sylvestre, there had been a 
total of fifty-five who had been prayed 
with to be saved. This is a very needy 
field and people are hungry for the gos- 
pel, but, unfortunately, there have been 
so many false shepherds there that the 
people don’t know where to turn to find 
the truth. Praise God, the Church of God 
is holding high che blood-stained banner 
of our Savior which stands for separation 
from sin! Some of the new converts had 
glowing testimonies, and one of them, 
after persevering in our prayer meetings, 
said, “I am so glad I came here—this is 
just what I have been looking for. I feel 
God is here!” 

We ask your prayers for Brother and 
Sister Sylvestre who are laboring so faith- 
fully in this difficult field—Yours in 
Christ, John P. Kluzit, overseer of Re- 
publics of Haiti and Dominica. 

Work Progressing in Barbados 

Dear Evangel family, I am glad to be 
able to again send you a report of the 
way God is blessing and helping us here 
in His work. 

Jan. 21 will long be remembered by the 
people of St. John’s Parish, it being the 
day fixed for the dedication of the new 
meeting room at Bowmenstone Village. 
At 2:30 a bus arrived from the city with 
Bishops J. H. Marshall, C. N. Ford, and 
Elder Harding, and Evangelist Grimes 
and others. These ‘were soon joined by 
Bishop J. B. Winter and _ Brother C. 
Weeks. The service commenced promptly 
at three o’clock, by the singing ‘of that 
well-known hymn, “O God Our Help in 
Ages Past.” This was followed by prayer 
by Bishop Marshall, after which the con- 
gregation sang, “Oh for a Heart to Praise 
My God.” Then Elder Harding read the 
scripture lesson from 2 Chr.

The March issue of READERS DI- 
GEST carries a very timely article on re- 
ligion in America today. The title speaks 
eloquently of our spiritual condition, 
“The Light That Has Failed.” The article 
points out that in the chaotic condition 
of the world today the church has signal- 
ly failed to hear the inner voice. The 
church is charged with a gross failure to 
point to better, peaceful things. It is said 
that the ministry no longer speaks with 
authority. In other words, the world has 
rightfuly lost confidence in the church. 
This lost confidence will not be regained, 
thinks this magazine. I quote: “We are 
asked to turn to the church for our en- 
lightenment, but when we do so we find 
that the voice of the church is not in- 
spired. The voice of the church today, we 
find, is the echo of our own voices. And 
the result of this experience, already man- 
ifest, is deep spiritual disillusionment . 
There’s only one way out: the sound of 
a voice, coming from something not our- 
selves, in the existence of which we can- 
not disbelieve. It is the earthly task of the 
pastors to hear this voice, to relate it con- 
vincingly to the contemporary scene, and 
to tel us what it says. If they cannot hear 
it, or if they fail to tell us, we, as laymen, 
are utterly lost. Without it we are no 
more capable of saving the world than 
we were capable of creating it in the 
first place.” 


This article was originally written by 
the editors of Fortune, the Magazine for 
big business men. The READERS DI- 
GEST reprinted it. I would to God that 
we had the proper entree to say to these 
distinguished gentlemen that the Church 
of God can and does speak with the au- 
thority of God by the power of the Holy 
Ghost sent down from heaven. “Priests 
are preaching for hire.” “Having a form 
of godliness but denying the power there- 
of.” 


A front page article of Feb. 29 heralds 
the assurance that America will not be- 
come engaged in either of the present 
wars now raging in other lands. I quote: 
“Six months of the European war find 
American officials in charge of directing 
foreign policy more firmly convinced 
than ever that the United States will be 
able to stay out of this conflict.” I hope 
the writer is correct.

Even as I write this para- 
graph, I read that an English vessel has 
been attacked by a German submarine in 
American waters near the spot where-our 
own President was fishing last week.

In the event of war, God’s 
people will know their place and stay 
there. 


Westbrook Pegler, noted columnist and 
high-paid writer, has become a Bishop in 
some little jerk-water church. Pegler says 
the day is not far away in America when 
there will be a state church. In other 
words, the preachers will be instructed in 
their ministry by the government just 
as will the soldier. He believes that this is 
in the offing and says so boldly in his 
daily Column “Fair Enough.” Pegler is 
probably right. I hardly think the Anti- 
christ would be pleased with a Holy Ghost 
church. Pegler argues that if the govern- 
ment can and will force men to belong to 
a certain union that they can and will see 
to it that you-belong to a certain church. 

NEWSWEEK relates how one Texas 
Sunday School class raised their attend- 
ance from 13 to 280 in a few months. It 
was a “young folks” class. An arrange- 
ment was made whereby “dates” could be 
made with members of the opposite sex 
and, boom! up went the attendance. Ball 
games, dances, plays, shows, games of 
other sorts were arranged and the young 
people came. Sure, they came. “Lovers of 
pleasure more than lovers of God.” I trust 
the Church of God will keep out of the 
show business. There are many who will 
agree with me that even in this sinful day 
the operation of the Holy Ghost will at- 
tract men and women to the house of 
God. Only last week in a Sunday School 
class I saw a man break down tearfully 
and beg for prayers. God saved him on 
the spot! 

News has again come of the strange 
people in the state of New Mexico called 
Penitentes. They flay themselves with 


whips until their backs are crimson and 
raw with their own blood. One pulls a 
heavy cart so laden that the ropes cut in- 
to the bare flesh. “One penitent, a man 
of extraordinary powerful build, has his 
entire torso tightly bound with branching 
cactus, his ankles shackled with heavy 
dragging iron chains... . . Suddenly a 
man came out and proceeded to dig a 
deep hole... .. Then a group of men 
carried out a small wooden platform on 
which stood the life-sized figure of Christ 
in a red dress. Others carried the cross. 
ON IT WAS BOUND A LIVING MAN. 

For ten, fifteen minutes the fig- 
ure ¢ hung there. Then the head suddenly 
fell forward, the body slumped, etc.’ 
Where? Here, in enlightened America. 
Such practices are carried on by the un- 
knowing who desire to offer penance to 
God for their sins. “HE BARE OUR - 
SINS IN HIS OWN BODY ON THE 
TREE.”

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This is the last room and last depart- 
ment of the Publishing House to which 
material goes before leaving here on its 
way to the readers. There is always plenty 
to do here—wrapping books, printing 
matter and other material that goes out 
in the regular routine—but on paper day 
or the day on which the Evangel and state 
papers or the Lighted Pathways are 
wrapped, this room is exceedingly busy. 
You will note that hanging on the racks 
all around, with their mouths open wide, 
are the mail sacks. These sacks are labeled 
according to the states to which they are 
to bear their burden, and each state’s mail 
is classified. 

Standing at the extreme left in the pic- 
ture is Sister A. L. Million, wife of one 
of the deacons of the local church at 
Cleveland, a sister to the late F. J. Lee, 
former General Overseer of the Church 
of God who has been dead for several

years. Sister Million has been working at 
the Church of God Publishing House for 
fourteen years and during that time has 
been in charge of the book room. Only a 
very small part of the book department 
can be seen in this picture. 

The lady seated at the machine at the 
extreme right is Sister F. J. Lee, the widow 
of our former General Overseer. Sister Lee 
is the operator of the addressograph, a 
machine which addresses all the Evangels. 
This is a wonderful machine. With a press 
on the pedal, Sister Lee addresses the 
Evangels in rapid-fire order, the stencils 
passing through a slot and under needles 
which sort them out and as the subscrip- 
tions expire separates the stencils. One 
cannot appreciate its working without 
watching it in its operation. Sister Lee 
has been with the Publishing House for 





eight years. She is the subscription clerk 
and has a little office where she takes care 
of all subscription files. These subscrip- 
tions, when sent in to the Publishing 
House, are first filed as they are sent in. 
They are also entered on cards and filed 
alphabetically. And they are placed on 
stencils and filed alphabetically by towns. 
So there is a triple record of all the sub- 
scriptions to the Evangel coming into the 
Publishing House, and considering the 
large number of subscriptions handled, 
there are very few complaints that come 
in from people having not received their 
papers. Most of these complaints have 
have been traced to irregularities in de- 
livery or improper addresses being sent 
in. Sister Lee is a very efficient subscrip- 
tion clerk.

believe me for the very work’s sake. The 

fourfold witness: 

1. “Ye sent unto John, and he bare 
witness unto the truth. But I receive not 
testimony from man: but these things I 
say, that ye might be saved. He was a 
burning and a shining light: and ye were 
willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 

2. “But I have a greater witness than 
that of John: for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bare witness of me, that 
the Father hath sent me. 

3. “And the Father himself, which 
hath sent me, hath borne witness of me. 
Ye have neither heard his voice at any 
time, nor seen his shape. And ye have not 
his word abiding in you: for whom he 
hath sent, him ye believe not.” 

4. “Search the scriptures; for in them 
ye think ye have eternal life; and they are 
they which testify of me.” St. John 5: 
33-39. 

The first witness was John the Baptist; 
the second, the works that Jesus did; the 
third, the Father; and the fourth, search- 
ing the scriptures. He was not referring 
here to the New Testament scriptures as 
it had not been written then. He was re- 
ferring to the Old Testament scriptures 
concerning Him, and He was the only 
one whereby they could obtain eternal 
life. 

I would to God that I could get this 
to you the way it is burning in my own 
soul. Are we ready in the name of Jesus 
to meet their challenge and prove to them 
by facts that we believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Savior of the world? It is one 
thing to say you believe and another thing 
to produce the goods. When you say you 
believe, it is time for you to get to the 
place you possess what you profess. It 
brings to my mind when that man of 
God, John Wesley, stood on his father’s 
tombstone and preached the Word, after 
he had been kicked out of college. I know 
this kind of preaching hurts. It makes me 
feel like falling in the altar and crying 
out to God for more faith, asking Him to 
help me. 

Yes, there is a fourfold witness to 
Jesus: first, John; second, works that Je- 
sus did; third, the Father, and fourth, 
even the scriptures testify concerning 
Him. But somebody says, “I know I be- 
lieve in Him, I felt His presence today.” 
But the question is, Do we believe in Je- 
sus enough to produce the goods, to prove 
that we do believe what He taught? You 
do not and can not believe in Him with- 

out believing what He taught. “We know, 
and we are sure,” Peter said, ‘Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
Now let us see if we are living in 1 Peter 
1:21-23. 
“Christ also suffered for us, leaving us 
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an example, that we should follow his 
steps who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth. Who, when he was 
reviled, reviled not again.” He didn’t re- 
taliate, didn’t try to get even. My broth- 
er and my sister, treat this lightly if you 
like but you will meet it at the judgment 
bar of God. We have never had- more 
communism, skepticism, and infidelity 
than we have today. The enemy is doing 
his best to get us to slow up. You know 
as well as I that a peg-legged man cannot 
run as fast as a man with two _ legs. 
Friends, if every child of God believed 
Him as he should there would be no asy- 
lums, hospitals or penitentiaries. God has 
the dynamite, God has the fuses, and God 
has the fire to set it off. God has every- 
thing we need! God has the power. God 
has the remedy, and all this is in Jesus! 

I have come to the conclusion that 
there is something for us to do. I do be- 
lieve and I am sure that He is the Christ 
to my satisfaction, but when I prove that 
to this unbelieving world that is trying 
to destroy the faith every Christian has 
in God, I will see greater results. I want 
to see people come to God, but only when 
we prove we believe in Him are we go- 
ing to see this in a greater degree. 

He said, “Peter, the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against my church.” Remem- 
ber, Jesus has been building that Church 
since the day of Pentecost, He is building 
it now. The gates of hell shall not pre- 
vail—which means shall not entirely over- 
come. It is the people that stand firm for 
God (the best they know how) that are 
proving they believe in Him. 

Can you say, “I know and I am sure 
that thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God”? In the Greek, Christ is 
“Krispis” meaning King—yes, our King 
whom we serve. In the Hebrew, “‘Jesho- 
sua” means Savior—He came to save us 
from our sins. Matt. 1:21. 

If we have talked about any one, said 
something we should not have said, we 
should go to him and fix it. If it was nec- 
essary in days gone by it is necessary 
today. Don’t you think so? 

Any one who professes Christianity and 
has listened to this statement and criti- 
cizes it, has no religion, but is a hypo- 
crite. 

Yes, we have a great time serving God 
but what we need to do is to get ready 
to combat the challenge from this wicked 
world, and unless we believe what Jesus 
taught, and practice it, we are not going 
to prove to this unbelieving world that 
He is the Christ. You may “get by” some 
people here but you are not going to get 
by God. You are going to face facts when 
you face God. We might as well face facts 
now and not be forever and eternally get- 
ting ready to do something—let’s do it. 
Brother, I believe with all my heart that 
God would have us prepared at any time 
to be ushered into His presence. Don’t 









you think so? Remember Jesus is coming 
for those that are ready and are looking 
for Him. 

I once made a statement in a service: 
“Everybody that has the Holy Ghost and 
is ready to go if Jesus were to come right 
now, stand.” A lady (who had the repu- 
tation of talking about every one in the 
neighborhood) came to me afterwards 
(she claimed to be filled with the Holy 
Ghost) and said I was unfair in making 
the proposition. I asked her if she had the 
Holy Ghost. She said she did. I told her 
anyone that had the Holy Ghost should 
be ready to meet Jesus any time. Do you 
think this unfair? Let’s be ready. Jesus 
may come any moment.

touch not the unclean thing; and I will 
receive you.” They walk the downward 
road and we the highway to the city of 
God! 
C. Avoid Irreverance for the Sabbath 

“Remember the sabbath day, to keep 
it holy,” so wrote God on the tables of 
stone in Exodus 20:8. So important was 
it that man keep this day that God placed 
it next to the first two commandments 
which deal with the greatness of God 
and how to avoid displeasing Him. The 


Sabbath is a day when everything else 


should be secondary, and the worship of 
God, in reading His Word and prayer, 
should be carried out regularly by all 
God’s children. Therefore, it is irreverent 
to sleep on Sunday morning when you 
should be at church. All the week we 
work to provide the needs of the body, 
but have little time to provide spiritual 
food for the soul. Is it then asking too 
much of God’s children to insist they go 
to God’s house and feast on_ spiritual 
things this one day of the week? It is 
wrong for God’s children to allow them- 
selves to be knocked out of coming to 
church by little trivial things. God help 
us to worship God on His day! 
D. Avoid the Rock of Spiritual Procrasti- 
nation 

We know what God demands of us as 
children of God. God help us to put off 
all things that might hinder us in our race 
for God. John said in Rev. 20:6, “Blessed 
and holy is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection.” We can neither be blessed 
nor holy unless we obey God’s will. For 
God’s Word says, “Obedience is better 
than sacrifice.” Then Jesus winds the 
whole thing up for us by saying, “What 
shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul?” 

God help us, as blood-bought, Holy 
Ghost-filled, fire-baptized saints of the 
Most High God, to live in a way that our 
vessels may safely land on yonder shore 
and drop anchor in the harbor of God.
